chapter on Japanese-Ameri- 
can trade relations in China, 
having direct bearing on the 
evacuation advice from Wa-

victim feels the distress of the com- 
mon cold followed by tickling in the 
throat and a tightness under the 
breast bone. There may be more or 
‘less. fever and  gencral _malalse, 
followed by a dry cough. Soon the 
mucus Iquefies and expectoration 


- becomes profuse and the patient gets 


better, 
But, if the resistance is low and 


the inflammation severe, the cough 
and- tightness persist and the disense 
becomes chronic, Then we have a 
condition that may Icad to nny- 
thing. Almost all..cascs of bronchial 
asthmn can trace thelr beginnings to 
an. acute bronchitis which. becomes 
chronic and is followed by the de- 
velopment of symptons of asthma. 

The inflamed bronchial tubes re- 
duce the resistance of tissues to 
other disease, germs and provide an 
excellent hotbed for the devclop- 
ment of more serious conditions such 
tuberculosis, pneumonia and 
other lung conditions. Any cough 
which persists. for several weeks 
after u cold should be examined by 
a physician to forestall the develop= 
ment of such complications,

netlve Hfe, Bronchitis is a danger 
ous discase, especially as a result of 
complications. Thus it behooves us 
to prevent its progress. 

Prevention of the common cold 
and care of the acute discase arc 
imperative. Active treatment in the 
befinning will generally” prevent 
bronchitis from becoming chronic. 
Complete rest in bed, good food, ond 
avoidance of exhaustion and’ ex-' 
posure to cold and wet usually re- 
sult in cure, We are all too prone 
We say, “Oh, 
{t's only a cold!” and continue our 


‘usual work until it grows severe and 


infection “becomes deeply seated 
when cure proves far more dificult. 

Most of us possess enough resis- 
tnnce to-overcome the acute trouble 
if we give nature a chance. Many 
of us are prone to prescribe an int- 
tial laxative, especially calomel. 
Some doctors say thls js not ‘neces- 
sary. They are often right, but 
since many patients are habitually 
constipnted with much toxle material 


- locked up in the Intestinal canal, 


and since an acute .cold reduces the 
secretion of fluids temporarily, I feel 
that.emptying the Intestlnal canal is 
advisable.
